Our own experience in Newport corres- 


ponds with that of Tynemouth, where it is 
found that roads watered with salt water 
are kept moist muoh longer than whero 
fresh waler is used, while tho salt loft on 
the evaporation of tho water seems to form 
a crust with the particles of oarth und other 
matter, and keeps them down for a muoh 
longer time than does tho effect of fresh 
water sprinkling. Much of this is due to 
the absorption of atmospheric moisture by 
salt, and to the longer retention of a por- 
tion of the sprinkling water by tho salt. 


A farther, and still greater advantage— 


from a sanitary point of view—comes from 
tho faot that salt in itself is a disinfectant, 
(or rather an antiseptic,) aside from its 
greater power to prevent dust. 
Tho oxpo- 


rionce of Tynomouth shows that tho condi- 
tion of tho atmosphere of tho streets is much 
bolter whero salt water is used than whore 
fresh water is used. 


Tho experiment, as tried at Tynomouth, 


has, it appears, answered admirably. 
Tho 


cost of carrying out tho system of collecting 
and distributing tho soa water is said to bo 
extremely moderate. From a sanitrry point 
of view, this system has proved to bo most 
beneficial to tho public health. 
In every 


way, indeed, it is said to bo highly satisfac- 
tory, and a real boon to tho inhabitants of 
the town. 
Tho scheme was originally sug- 


gested, itseema.owtag to a deficiency In tho 
supply of fresh water. 
But now that tho 


experiment has onco boon tried there is no 
disposition to resort to tho old plan, in tho 
ovont of a more abundant supply of frosh 
water boing procurable,

Hammott 
foreman, wns colled to tho panel and Iho 
case of George Bowen us. Isnao W. Sherman

Employes of railroads 
become GO accustomed to being in places of 
danger as to take risks that aro entirely un- 
necessary : and people will persist in walk- 
ing on and driving across tracks without re- 
gard to tho repeated warnings, and if tho 
result of their acts bo suffering or death, it 
is.not properly chargeable to tho railroad 
system.
